g u n s A young man was still 
in rough shape Thursday af¬ 
ter being shot in North Pre¬ 
ston late Wednesday night, 
the second shooting in that 
area in less than a week. 

“He’s still listed in critical 
condition,” said Halifax 
RCMP spokesman Cpl. Joe 
Taplin. 

Reports say the man was 
shot in the forehead, but Ta¬ 
plin wouldn’t confirm the 
victim’s injuries. 

He said officers responded 
to a 9-1-1 call of “multiple 
shots being fired” on 
Clarence Street at 10:45 
p.m. 

“When we arrived there 
was a 19-year-old male who 
had been shot,” Taplin said, 
adding the victim was treat¬ 
ed by paramedics and 
rushed to QEII Health 
Sciences Centre. 

Taplin said police weren’t 
releasing the victim’s name 
and hadn’t pinpointed any 
persons of interest. 

The shooting took place 
in a residential area, he said, 
which is “very concerning 
to us.” 

Officers arrested a 22- 
year-old man Thursday 
afternoon in relation to the 
other recent shooting in the 
community. Shortly before 
2 a.m. Sunday, a 35-year-old 
man suffered non-life 
threatening injuries when 
he was shot at a home in 
East Preston.The suspect is 
facing charges of aggravated 
assault, assault causing bodi¬ 
ly harm and several firearm 
offences.

Violent crime rising: HRP 

Chief stresses recent violence did not target 'law-abiding citizens'

Violent crime is on the 
rise, the heads of Halifax 
Regional Police and Hali¬ 
fax RCMP said Thursday, 
after a long week of two 
homicides, an alleged at¬ 
tempted murder, a couple 
of serious shootings and 
the abduction of two 
teens. 

“The last few weeks have 
been very challenging from 
a policing perspective,” 
HRP Chief Frank Beazley 
told reporters gathered at 
the Gottingen Street police 
station. 

“There has been a slight 
increase in violent crime, 
when comparing this 
year’s first quarter stats to 
last year’s.” 

Violent crime, including 
homicides and assaults, is 
up four per cent, police say, 
but added crime overall is 
down three per cent. 

“What we are seeing is 
an increase in the degree of 
violence and a cluster of 
crimes in a short period of 
time,” Beazley said. 

He said “there is no 
known connection” among 
the six homicides in HRM 
this year, or the slew of vio¬ 
lent crimes this week, 
adding in many cases he’s 
seen over his career “the 
victim and assailant are 


known to each other.” 

Supt. Darrell Beaton of 
Halifax RCMP added “these 
violent crimes are between 
individuals who are in¬ 
volved in the criminal ele¬ 
ment. 

“Law-abiding citizens are 
not targets,” he said, but 
emphasized the fact 
they’re happening in pub¬ 
lic places is of “grave con¬ 
cern.” 

Beaton said both police 
forces are adding resources 
this weekend, while Beaz¬ 


ley said “if something was 
to happen again tomorrow, 
we would have a fresh 
team.” 

But he admitted police 
have to prioritize, which 
means minor thefts and 
frauds “may get put on the 
shelf... but the major inci¬ 
dents will be taken care 
of.” 

Beazley said he met with 
Mayor Peter Kelly Thursday 
to assure him that police 
still have enough resources 
to maintain public safety.

Murder suspect appears in court

A 59-year-old man made a 
brief appearance yesterday 
in Dartmouth provincial 
court on a charge of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder, after 
another man was discov¬ 
ered dead at a Portland 
Street rooming house earli¬ 
er this week. 

Acting on information 
from an East Division beat 
member, Halifax Regional 
Police say they checked the 
residence at 214 Portland 
St. in Dartmouth in re¬ 
gards to a possible injured 
person at about 9 p.m. 
Tuesday. 

Instead, they arrived to 
find the body of a man, 
who has since been identi¬ 
fied as 33-year-old Gordon 
Alexander Murray of Dart¬ 


mouth. 

Police later arrested the 
suspect on scene and took 
him into custody. They 
charged him with second- 
degree murder overnight 
Wednesday. 

At the scene late Tuesday 
night, several area resi¬ 
dents told Metro Halifax 
the home where police say 
the murder took place is 
known in the neighbour¬ 
hood as a crack house. 

Sheriffs accompanied 
Lloyd Alexander Wilmot, 
59, of Dartmouth into the 
courtroom yesterday. 
Wilmot never spoke dur¬ 
ing the short session, and 
the matter was held over 
until June 25 for possible 
election and plea. 

Wilmot is being remand¬ 
ed at the Nova Scotia Cor¬ 
rectional Facility in Burn¬ 
side.

Ink safely, tattoo test 
founder urges artists

The Maritime Tattoo Festi¬ 
val is coming to the Halifax 
Forum this weekend, bring¬ 
ing fire-eaters, mud wrest¬ 
lers and 73 tattoo artists 
from around the world. 

Even though the 
sideshow performer will 
let you staple money to his 
chest, in the eyes of the 
festival’s founder, the 
main event is the promo¬ 
tion of health and safety in 
an industry that’s unregu¬ 
lated in the Maritimes. 

“Because there’s no 
health inspection, you’re 
getting a lot of tattoo 
shops that aren’t bio¬ 
logically tested, and 
uncertified tattoo 
artists working,” 
said Amber Thorpe, 
who started this fes¬ 
tival in 2007 and 
owns the local par 
lour Adept 
Tattoos. 

Thor¬ 
pe said 
the ed¬ 


ucation of tattoo artists is 
really what drives her to 
run the festival. 

Anyone doling out body 
art at the event will have 
passed an eight-hour 
course on safe tattooing 
techniques. They will also 
be able to take other semi¬ 
nars during the festival 
that runs Saturday 
through Monday. 

“(The festival has) just 
gotten bigger. We’re actu¬ 
ally, by artist standards, 
rated one of the No. 1 
shows in Canada,” Thorpe 
said. “It’s just so much fun 
and there’s so much educa¬ 
tion going on.” 

The festival is also an op¬ 
portunity for people to 
appreciate an art 
form that Thorpe 
said is only slowly 
gaining recogni¬ 
tion. “We don’t re¬ 
ally get art galleries 
much, you know?” 
she said. “This is 
how we kind of 
create our 
own art 
gal¬ 
lery.” 


Extra buses favoured in poll 


transportation More bus¬ 
es for Metro Transit should 
be the top priority for im¬ 
proving public transporta¬ 
tion in the HRM, according 
to a poll released Thursday 
by Corporate Research As¬ 
sociates. 

With the choices of a 
fast ferry to and from Bed¬ 
ford, more Metro Transit 
buses or a light rail service

money in. Twenty-two per 
cent chose the rail service 
and 12 per cent went with 
the fast ferry. 

The results are part of the 
CRA’s Halifax Urban Re¬ 
port, an independent sur¬ 
vey of HRM residents. The 
survey was held between 
April 30 and May 12, and is 
accurate with 4.9 percent¬ 
age points, 95 times out of

HIAA running $447K deficit: CEO 


aviation The Halifax Inter¬ 
national Airport Authority 
is operating under its first- 
ever deficit after releasing 
its 2008 operating and fi¬ 
nancial results yesterday. 

The airport authority said 
it is running a deficit of 
$447,000 with total operat¬ 
ing expenses in 2008 at 
$54.8 million. It generated 
$41.2 million in operating 
revenues and collected

Casey disputes NDP price 
for hospital-bed expansion

The Tories have approved 
$130 million in stimulus 
spending this week, 
contradicting what they 
threatened wouldn’t hap¬ 
pen if they were to go to 
the polls. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald had repeatedly said 
opposition parties forcing 
an election would cost No¬ 
va Scotians jobs. MacDon¬ 
ald said his government 
was out of money, and if 
the budget didn’t pass, 
they couldn’t approve new 
projects. 

But Tuesday the Tories 
approved $130 million in 
new projects through a 
special warrant. That al¬ 
lows cabinet to spend 
money without it being ap¬ 
proved by the legislature. 

Finance Minister Jamie 
Muir confirmed Thursday 
the government was plan¬ 
ning on using the special 
warrant last week, at the 
same time MacDonald was 
claiming jobs would be 
lost. “We knew it was like¬ 
ly we were going to have to 
come up with some addi¬ 


tional dollars through a 
special warrant, yes,” he 
told reporters. 

Governments have a cap 
on how much they can 
spend until a new budget 
is passed. The Tories ran 
out of money April 30. The 
budget was introduced 
May 4 and couldn’t have 
been put to a vote until 
next week. 

Muir said the job crisis 
referenced by MacDonald 


still exists. Only, that crisis 
will now occur if the Tories 
aren’t elected. 

“We presented a budget 
which would have enabled 
us to address those proj¬ 
ects,” Muir said. “If you lis¬ 
ten to what the other two 
parties have said, they are 
not prepared to commit 
the money to enable those 
projects to go ahead.” 

Both NDP Leader Darrell 
Dexter and Liberal Leader 


Stephen McNeil accused 
the Tories Thursday of dis¬ 
honesty and playing poli¬ 
tics with the jobs of Nova 
Scotians. 

The new projects weren’t 
revealed, but Muir said 
they included new ambu¬ 
lances and school buses, 
expanding broadband tech¬ 
nology and paving roads. 

Muir said the $130 mil¬ 
lion in funding will last un¬ 
til July.

Health Minister Karen 
Casey says the math of an 
NDP promise to open more 
hospital beds doesn’t add 
up. 

On Tuesday the NDP re¬ 
leased a platform of 50 
promises totalling $79 mil¬ 
lion.

“The real cost here is $21 
million for a 14-bed expan¬ 
sion, not less than $5 mil¬ 
lion for 17 beds as the NDP 
are saying,” said Casey.

The Liberals were in 
Stewiacke Thursday target¬ 
ing the agriculture indus¬ 
try. In a speech McNeil said

“I provide pictures and 
videos at their request in ex¬ 
change for money. What 
I’m doing is no different 
than being in a Playboy, just 
with fewer viewers,” she in¬ 
sists. 

But perhaps more alarm¬ 


ing is why she is doing. 

Eve said she was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer last year 
and began taking unap¬ 
proved medication, pro¬ 
pelling her to a $50,000 
debt. 

“In reality, I need more 
than that to break even. 
That’s my reason for doing 
this,” she said, adding she 
also works full time for $13 
an hour and attends school 
full time. 

Craigslist has been under

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China memoirs evoke 
turbulent memories 


The memoirs of China's 
late Communist Party 
chief who was removed in 
1989 for sympathizing 
with student protesters 
will give the Party plenty 
to think about when 
deciding the country's po¬ 
litical future, his one-time 
top aide said. 

Two decades after his 
downfall and four years af¬ 
ter his death, reformist 
leader Zhao Ziyang has 
shattered the official si¬ 
lence cloaking the 1989 
Tiananmen crackdown in 
memoirs he recorded in 
secret under house arrest. 

In his revelations, Zhao 
praised Western-style 
democracy and said multi¬ 
party politics, a free press 


and an independent judici¬ 
ary were needed for China 
to become a parliamentaiy 
democracy. 

Zhao had 
been accused 
of splitting 
the Party for 
challenging 
then-para- 
mount leader 
Deng Xiaop- Zhao 

ing’s decision 
to send in troops to crush 
the pro-democracy 

protests centred on 
Tiananmen Square in Bei¬ 
jing. 

Zhao died in 2005 after 
more than 15 years under 
house arrest. 

China has changed dra¬ 
matically since 1989, 


breaking out of diplomatic 
isolation, emerging to be¬ 
come the world’s third- 
biggest economy, hosting 
the Olympics and making 
its first space walk last 
year. Most Chinese are 
richer and freer. 

But Tiananmen is still 
taboo in China and the au¬ 
thorities are expected to 
ban Zhao’s memoirs. 

The memoirs come dur¬ 
ing a sensitive year, when 
the Party must navigate 
through potentially 

volatile anniversaries, in¬ 
cluding June 4 and the 
60th anniversary of the 
founding of modern Chi¬ 
na, while coping with a 
slowing economy and ris¬ 
ingjoblessness. REUTERS

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Guiding girls on weight

A nyone interested 
in promoting the 
health of young 
girls is faced with 
a seemingly im¬ 
possible challenge. On one 
hand, in recent years we 
have seen a dramatic in¬ 
crease in the incidence of 
eating disorders — now 
one of the most common 
and dangerous chronic con¬ 
dition in young women. On 
the other hand, the obesity 
epidemic has also adversely 
affected girls and women, 
with unprecedented num¬ 
bers developing excess 
weight and related health 
issues, ranging from poly¬ 
cystic ovaiy syndrome and 
infertility to type-2 diabetes 
and sleep apnea. 

While those concerned 
about eating disorders are 
careful to not reinforce a 
negative focus on body 


weight, those concerned 
about obesity are unsure 
how to broach this issue 
without further diminish¬ 
ing self-esteem. There is 
clearly concern about the 
unintended harmful conse¬ 
quences from overweight 
and obesity prevention ini¬ 
tiatives, particularly those 
delivered in schools. But 
over-emphasis on weight or 
group 
weigh-ins 
can trigger 
fat preju¬ 
dice, weight- 
based teas¬ 
ing, or the 
ostracizing 
of larger children, or, cause 
children to react to healthy 
eating messages by adopt¬ 
ing extreme approaches to 
dieting and consequently 
losing weight to a degree 
that negatively impacts 
their health. 

Perhaps the common 
ground lies in recognizing 
both eating disorders and 
obesity as psychosocial 
health issues. At one end of 



the spectrum girls and 
young women seek to con¬ 
trol their weight by resort¬ 
ing to extreme dieting, ex¬ 
cessive exercise and other 
destructive behaviours. At 
the other end, girls and 
young women turn to food 
to cope with negative emo¬ 
tions, 
stress, 
boredom, 
abandon¬ 
ment, emo¬ 
tional neg¬ 
lect and 
isolation. 

Now, the Girl Guides of 
Canada have taken up the 
challenge of dealing with 
negative body image by in¬ 
troducing the Love Yourself 
Challenge badge, which 
girls aged five to 17 can 
earn by completing tasks 
that promote self-esteem, 
healthy eating and a posi¬ 
tive body image. 

Whether this initiative 
will indeed help to reduce

the risk of eating disorders 
while promoting healthy 
weight remains to be seen. 
Increased self-esteem is 
clearly beneficial whether 
you are dealing with under 
or overweight. 

The societal causes of eat¬ 
ing disorders and obesity 
may well be the same: me¬ 
dia, advertising, disintegra¬ 
tion of nuclear families, 
lack of role models, loss of 
control over an excessively 
demanding, stressful and 
fast-paced society that takes 
little time to play, eat or re¬ 
flect on the things that tru¬ 
ly matter in life. 

Let us hope that the Girl 
Guides’ approach can man¬ 
age to help girls walk the 
fine line between patholog¬ 
ical dieting and numbing 
their emotions with food. 

If it can help dissociate 
self-esteem from body 
weight, much will have 
been won.

Insurance demand exceeding capacity: EDC 


Canada’s government of¬ 
fered up to $1 billion in ex¬ 
traordinary funding to the 
country’s six private credit 
insurers Thursday to help 
boost business activity 
and combat a steep reces¬ 
sion. 

The government said de¬ 
mand for credit insurance 
in Canada surpasses capac¬ 
ity as companies that sell 
goods seek protection 
against risks such as cus¬ 
tomers refusing to pay or 
going bankrupt. 

The state-run Export De¬ 
velopment Canada (EDC), 
endowed with new powers 
to combat the credit crisis,

Pierre Gignac, EDC 

said it will step in to fill 
that gap. 

“What we’ve seen in our 
discussion with private in¬ 
surers is that many times

vate insurers are not able 
to offer the full amount of 
coverage,” said Pierre Gi¬ 
gnac, senior vice-president 
of insurance at EDC. 

“What we’re doing is 
matching their offering.” 

Lead players in Canada’s 
credit insurance sector are 
Coface, a unit of French 
bank Natixis SA, and Euler 
Hermes, a unit of Ger¬ 
many’s Allianz SE. 

The other smaller play¬ 
ers are AIG Insurance, 
Atradius, Execurisk and 
the Guarantee Co. of North 
America.

Group cuts forecast for drop 
in '09 resale home prices 


housing Canadian resale 
home prices will likely fall 
5.2 per cent this year, less 
than earlier forecast, and 
April sales activity trended 
higher, the Canadian Real 
Estate Association said 
Thursday. 

The association said its 
new forecast for a 5.2 per 
cent drop in 2009 to 
$287,700 for the average 
home price compares with 
the fall of eight per cent it 


forecast earlier in the year. 
In 2008 the average selling 
price was $303,594. 

CREA also revised its 
forecast for 2009 sales to 
370,500 units, a drop of 
14.7 per cent from 2008.

Then he punched the cash 
register and rang up $169 
for a new pair of Mizunos 
while gleefully handing 
over a box full of hope. 

Business is good. 

“Maybe people run be¬ 
cause they’re stressed,” 
replied the customer. 

Running events are myri¬ 
ad in this country and even 
in a period of recession, 
they seem to be flourishing. 
A Vancouver 10K boasted 
55,000 entrants in April. 
Earlier this month, 12,000 
took part in Sporting Life’s 
annual dash down one of 


the busiest streets in Toron¬ 
to. From the Bridge City 
Boogie in Saskatoon to the 
Blue Nose International 
Marathon in Halifax, people 
are running in record num¬ 
bers. 

“Corporate support is 
down,” said the organizer of 
the Mississauga Marathon, 
featuring 12,000 partici¬ 
pants in its weekend events.

What’s more, he’ll do it 
all in just one night. 
Sounds thrilling, yes? Un¬ 
fortunately it isn’t. 

Most of the elements 
from Dan Brown’s best¬ 
selling book Angels and 
Demons are in place, al¬ 
though several characters 
have been omitted and sto¬ 
iy lines reconfigured and 
condensed in the name of 
brevity. 

Summarizing the story, 
however, brings a simplici¬ 
ty that sucks out most of 
the mysteiy and colourful 
details contained in the 
novel. Langdon seems to 
be able to unravel clues, 
some hundreds of years 
old, with such ease that 
Angels and Demons be¬ 
comes simply an elaborate 
game of connect-the-dots 
rather than a fully fleshed 
out stoiy. 

It’s a big summer movie, 
so we shouldn’t really ex¬ 
pect sophisticated North 
by Northwest style in¬ 
trigue, but since the sus¬ 
pense lacks the action 
should take up the slack. 
Unfortunately though, 
while A&D wants to be an 
ecclesiastical National 

Treasure, it contains few of 
the thrills of those popular 
Nic Cage movies. 

Director Ron Howard 


fills the screen with hand¬ 
some images of Rome but 
every time the movie 
works up the steam, 
Robert (Mr. Exposition) 
Langdon steps in with a 
long winded explanation 
of the history behind the 
various clues and symbols 
that sucks much of the 
movie’s momentum. 

Angels and Demons isn’t 
as talky as Da Vinci Code, 
but its fatal flaw is the Lang¬ 
don character. 

In the books he is the his¬ 
torical tour guide who pro¬ 
vides the facts to bind the 
stoiy together. On film, 
however, he comes across 
as a windbag who simply 
supports the story instead 
of adding to it. 

That being said, Angels 
and Demons is a vast im¬ 
provement over The Da 
Vinci Code. The pace has 
been ramped up and the 
running time chopped but 
even though these Dan 
Brown adaptations are 
Hanks and Howard’s most 
successful movies, they 
aren’t their best. 

If they choose to work 
together again I hope it’s 
in Splash 2 or Apollo 13: 
Off to Mars! and not anoth¬ 
er tepid Langdon adven¬ 
ture.

movies have courted con¬ 
troversy since the very be¬ 
ginning. 

The 1896 film The Kiss 
rode reviews like, “The 
spectacle of the prolonged 
pasturing on each other’s 
lips was beastly enough in 
life size on the stage but 
magnified to gargantuan 
proportions ... it is ab¬ 
solutely disgusting,” to the 


top of the box office. 

Half a century later, an¬ 
other Howard, this time 
Howard Hughes, directed a 
movie thought to be so 
salacious that its “assault 
on decency” saw several 
theatre owners arrested 
for unspooling it. 

Completed in 1941, The 
Outlaw was such a hot po¬ 
tato it didn’t see general 


release until 1946. 

Officially the film is about 
Doc Holliday and Billy the 
Kid’s feud over a woman 
called Rio, but informally 
it’s about something else 
entirely — star Jane Rus¬ 
sell’s chest. The emphasis

But after her diagnosis for 
breast cancer in Januaiy 
2008 and subsequent treat¬ 
ment, that all changed. 

“I’m a raw food vegan — 
I’ve been doing that a long 
time — but one month all I 
wanted was yam rolls, and 
they’re definitely not raw,” 
Naked said, laughing. “To 
this day, I can barely look at 
beets. I used to devour beet 
juice, and ate grated beets 
on salad every day, but now 
I can’t stand the smell.” 

Despite these challenges, 
Naked (real name Beth Tor- 
bert) powered through 
writing and recording a 
new album. Titled The 
Promise, the disc is the cul¬ 
mination of months spent 
with producer, guitarist 


and “taskmaster” Jason 
Darr. 

Reached a day before the 
album’s release, Naked was 
recovering from ovarian 
surgery. But despite a long 
run of media interviews, 
the singer was gregarious 
and upbeat, joking if she 
hadn’t been in the hospi¬ 
tal, she would have hit the 
gym. 

Speaking about 

chemotherapy, she said 
the physiological setbacks 
impacted the recording 
process, as did ever-chang¬ 
ing scheduling. 

“Every chemo (treat¬ 
ment) is different — you 
can’t find any consistency,” 
she said. “At one point I 
was in the hospital for 20 
days straight. My larynx 
gland was so swollen I 
couldn’t swallow... I was

Motel) and a song titled 
Sick may cause fans to au¬ 
tomatically reach to recent 
events for interpretation. 
But Naked said the songs 
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are just as rooted in the 
emotion that powers her 
creativity: Love. Along with 
the support of her hus¬ 
band, family, friends and 
fans, she found love 
while healing alongside 
other patients, who be¬ 
came good 
friends. 

“A lot of 
people will 
always as¬ 
sume if it’s is 


a sad song, it must be 
about chemo: ‘Oh, here’s 
another sad song, it must 
be about chemo.’ No!” she 
said. “(Cancer) can be very 
isolating ... There are a mil¬ 
lion and one books on can¬ 
cer, but I think the number 
one thing as a friend and 
family member, is to go 
with that person to chemo, 
keep them company if they 
want it, and check up with 
them eveiy day.”

Former Charlie’s Angel Farrah Fawcett documents her heart- 
wrenching struggle with anal cancer in TV film Farrah’s Story. 


Actress Farrah Fawcett is 
shown shaving off her fa¬ 
mous blond hair in a 
heart-wrenching personal 
video diary of her long 
battle with cancer that is 
reaching its end.

“I do not want to die of 
this disease. I want to stay 
alive,” she said when the 
cancer spread to her liver in 
2007. 

“So I say to God ... it is se¬ 
riously time for a miracle.” 

About six months ago her 
hair began to fall out. 

Doctors had initially 
avoided treatment that 
would have led to hair loss 
for Fawcett, whose flowing 
blond locks were copied by 
millions of women around 
the world in the 1970s. 

But when other treat¬ 
ments in the United States 
and Germany had run out, 
Fawcett films her hair 
falling out on a comb and 
then shaves off the remain¬ 
der, saving only her bangs.

Scorsese to direct 
Sinatra biopicfilm 


film Oscar-winning director 
Martin Scorsese will direct 
the big screen movie about 
the colorful life of enter¬ 
tainment legend Frank 
Sinatra, who legions of 
fans called OF Blue Eyes, 
Universal Pictures said 
Wednesday.

Spielberg: From director to video-game impresario? 


Oscar-winning film direc¬ 
tor Steven Spielberg was 
so frustrated that no video 
games catered for all of 
his seven children that he 
did what a entertainment 
maestro might do — 
made his own game. 

Boom Blox was the first 
in a multi-franchise deal 
between Spielberg and 


video game publisher Elec¬ 
tronic Arts and has sold 
close to one million copies 
globally since it was re¬ 
leased for Nintendo’s Wii 
last May. 

On May 19, EA releases 
Spielberg’s second game, 
Boom Blox Bash Party. 

Spielberg, who said he 
plays just about every 


game that comes out, is a 
big fan of Nintendo’s Wii 
console and its motion-sen¬ 
sor controls that involved 
physical interactivity. 

“It’s been very, very 
good for a parent like me 
who wants our kids not to 
be couch potatoes, but to 
get up and move their bod¬ 
ies around more,” said 


Spielberg, who worked 
closely with the team at 
EA’s Los Angeles studio on 
both the games. 

Spielberg said Boom 
Blox originated from the 
idea of using the Wii con¬ 
troller to knock something 
down, like the traditional 
family toy of building 
blocks. 


In the newest game up

Scallops with 
Herb Dressing 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (450 g) fresh scallops 
12 oz (335 g) dried 
tagliatelle 

3 tbsp (45 ml) olive oil 

DRESSING: 

Bunch of parsley 
Bunch of mint 
Bunch of chives 

1 lemon 

2 tbsp (25 ml) wine 
vinegar 

5 tbsp (75 ml) olive oil 
1 tbsp (15 ml) capers 

6 large pitted black olives 
Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Put large pot of water 
on to boil. For dressing, 
rinse and dry herbs. Chop 
parsley and mint, snip 
chives and put in measur¬ 
ing cup; you need 3/4 cup 
(175 ml). 

2. Grate lemon rind and 
add to measuring cup with 
vinegar and olive oil. 
Roughly chop capers and 


olives and add, then 
season to taste with salt 
and black pepper, mix and 
set aside. 

3. Check each scallop has 
had muscle removed, then 
rinse and dry. 

4. Add pasta to boiling wa¬ 
ter and cook according to 
package instructions. 

5. Meanwhile, heat olive 
oil in large frying pan over 
high heat and fry scallops 
4-6 minutes until lightly 
browned and just cooked 
through. 

6. Remove from heat and 
pour on dressing. Drain 
pasta well and serve 
topped with dressed scal¬ 
lops.
